regularity  of  attendance,  term  rank,  standard  tests  and  exami- 
nations given  by  the  teacher. 

Metropolitan  Achievement  tests  were  given;  one  at  mid- 
year and  one  in  June. 

The  Otis  Standard  Graduation  examination  for  elementary 
schools  was  given  to  the  eighth  grade.  These  tests  are  very 
helpful  in  the  gradation  and  placement  of  our  pupils.    By  their 
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use  much  of  the  personal  equation  of  the  individual  teacher  is 
eliminated.  They  show  not  only  the  strong  features  but  also 
the  weak  of  our  educational  system.
